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The U S. president Is hoping that 
Begin will agree to provide Israeli 
autonomy neagtiatora with a new 
set of "guidelines" to help expedite 
the negotiations.

Clearly, the Americana are now 
hoping that Begin will suit Sadat's 
example by conceding on some 
Israeli positions. Automatically, 
Begin arrives here under pressure 
to follow suit. 

Begin, for hie part, said yester- 
day morning at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port. prior to leaving for the UL 
that the pace of the autonomy 
negotiations must be accelerated, 
but that he thought the celebrated 
"deadline" of May 29 could be met 

"If all parties are faithful to what 
is written in the Camp David ac- 
cords, we'tl be able to finish," the 
premier said. 

Begin reiterated bis position that 
May 28 is not a deadline but only a 
target date. In reply to a question, 
he again ruled out a temporary 
moratorium on settlement In the 
territories during the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Last night Begin was scheduled 
to meet privately with Theodore 
Mann, the chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organisations.

Near miss in 
knife attack 
on Gandhi 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - A 37- 
yew-old long-haired man burled a 
knife at Indian Premier Indira 
Gandhi yesterday in an apparent 
attempt on her Hfe, police said. 

Gandhi was walking to her car 
after attending a function at Parlia- 
ment when the unsuccessful attack 
took place. 

Police said the spring-blade knife 
with a 12 -cm. blade was thrown 
from a distance of two metres but 
missed Gandhi and hit a security of* 
fleer on the shoulder without injur* 
Inghim. 

The man. named aa Ram Bui 
Chand Lalwani, was overpowered 
and taken to a police station where 
a charge of attempted murder was 
laid against him. 

The Incident took place after 
Gandhi bad attended a function 
commemorating the 89th anniver- 
sary of the birth of the late Harljan 
(untouchable! leader. Dr. B.R. 
Ambedkar. 

She told a large crowd that It was 
the duty of the government to 
protect the lives and property of 
Harijans and people belonging to 
weaker sections In society.

Genscher urging committee 
to boycott Moscow games 



BONN. — In the clearest indication 
to date that West Germany will 
boycott the Moscow Olympice, 
Foreign Minister Hana-Dietrlch 1 
Genscher said yesterday the 
government will urge the National 
Olympic Committee to stay away 
from the summer games. 

The NOC, scheduled to vote on 
the Invitation to the Olympics In 
plenary on May 18. has previously 
stated it would consider govern- 
ment advice in its decision. 

A spokesman for Genacher's 
Liberal Party said the foreign 
minister yesterday told a party ex- 
ecutive meeting "No-one could 
have any doubts" about the 
government’s position. 

The spokesman quoted Genscher 
as saying "there are no hopes" for 
West German participation as long 
aa Soviet troops remain in 
Afghanistan.

The chairman of Iran's Olympic 
Committee said yesterday the rul-

athletes. 

The council decided last Thurs- 
day that Iran would not participate 
in the games to protest against the 
Soviet military intervention in 
neighbouring Moslem Afghanistan. 

But Olympic committee chair- 
man Hosseln Shab-Haaselnl told the 
official Pars news agency Iranian 
athletes were ready to go to 
Moscow and use their presence 
there to protest against the

Blum blames terrorists for 
turmoil in South Lebanon 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — 
Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum, 
in addressing the UN Security 
Council yesterday in a new debate 
on the situation in Lebanon, blamed 
the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion for last week's turmoil In the 
country's south. 

He said Israeli defence forces had 
taken "certain Hmlted measures" 
in the wake of the terrorist attack 
on Kibbutz Misgav Am. 

"The steps taken have been com- 
pleted." he said, "and all Israeli 
soldiers have completely 
withdrawn behind the border with 
Lebanon." 

However, Lebanese Ambassador 
Ghossan Tueni doubted Blum's 
statement, adding that the Chris- 
tian militia forces had "beedme 
nothing but an accessory of Israel's 
occupation." 

Blum rejected Israeli respon- 
sibility for the militia's actions In 
its cl ashes with the Irish contingent 
jof UNIFEL. He expressed sympathy 
for the "Lebanese villagers" In the 


south, who. he said, were threaten- 
ed by the PLO and were fighting for 
their survival. The Lebanese 
government, he noted, was unable 
to protect them. 

■ "While Israel has made It clear 
that It cannot be indifferent to the 
fate of the villagers," Blum said, 
"Israel cannot assume responsibili- 
ty for their actions." 

. Tueni charged that Israel had 
found it convenient . to use the 
militia "as an- instrument of 
destabHUs&tion . and harassment" 
In the area. 

He announced that Lebanon had 
Informed UN commander Major- 
Gen.' Emmanuel Ersklne that the 
Lebanese contingent In the area 
was prepared to move to A-Ttri 
where the Christiana have attacked 
the UN forces. 

The Christian forces, Tueni said, 
were dangerous to the unity and In- 
tegrity of Lebanon and dangerous 
to UNIFIL, He doubted whether 
they were an asset to Israel-

Arab hard-liners plan strategic coup 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). — The 
government dally newspaper 
"Tlshrin" said yesterday that the 
Arab hard-liners summit In Tripoli 
was due last night to take measures 
that could tip the strategic military 
bilance against Israel and lead to a 
boycott of the U.S. 

The hardliners comprise, apart 
from Syria.

Ministries aiming 
at shorter, simpler 
and fewer forms

The directors-genera! of all 
government ministries will meet In 
Jerusalem on Friday to launch a 
concerted campaign against the 
proliferation of official forms and 
questionnaires which harass and 
confuse the ordinary citizen. 

Their aim will be to whittle-down 
the number of such papers which 
each ministry issues. Those found 
to be superfluous will be done away 
with; others will be amalgamated, 
shortened and simplified. 

The Idea is that of Mattftyahu 
Shmuelewitz, recently appointed 
director-general of the Prime 
Minister’s Office. He convened 
Friday’s meeting, and will take the 
choir. 

If the campaign against needless 
official forms proved successful, 
said Shmuelewitz — and this would 
depend above all on the cooperation 
of the dlrectors-general and their 
top aides — a welcome by-product 
would be the gradual shrinkage of 
the civil service. 

He said the existence of obsolete 
or unnecessary bureaucratic 
procedures perpetuated the In- 
flated staff situation in some 
departments. 


Firm stand on 
strikes, delay 
fuel price rise

The economic cabinet yester- 
day made a series of decisions 
aimed at keeping government 
salaries down, while staggering 
price rises for goods and ser- 
vices so that they do not affect 
the consumer price index all at 
once. 

The ministers ot finance, in- 
dustry and energy were authorized 
to decide on the amount and timing 
of fuel price rises, but in fact, the 
decision on the next rise la likely to 
be made by Finance Minister 
Ylg&el Hurvitz today, when he 
receives the figures on the cost -of - 
living Index rise for March. 

At yesterday's meeting. Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Mod&'l demanded 
-an immediate fuel price rise to 
compensate for devaluation of 


Israeli currency and the increase in 
value of fuel reserves. 

Finance Ministry sources told 
The Jerusalem Post the rise would 
probably be delayed until after 
Independence Day -(April 21). but 
Hurvitz would make the final deci- 
sion. 

Some ministry officials argued in 
favour of a delay in the price rise 
until the end of the month, since 
April prices would be rocketing In 
any case, as producers put up 
prices to enable them to pay cost-of- 
living compensation with April 
salaries. 

Some estimates say the April con- 
sumer price Index rise will be to per 
cent or more. To distribute the in- 
creases over a few more months, 
some Treasury officials want to 
postpone the rise in phone rates, for 
instance, to May or even June, ln-

Tomatoes hit IS10 a kilo; 
vegetable prices skyrocket

TEL AVIV. — Prices of fruits and 
vegetables have skyrocketed with 
tomatoes going for a record ISio a 
kilo in some places. 

Tomatoes were being sold yester- 
day at the Carmel market for 
between 1S4-IS3 a kilo, at Tnuva’s 
Hypershuk for 135.5 a kilo, at chain 
stores and greengroceries for about 
IS? a kilo, and in the plush 
vegetables shops of north Tel Aviv 
for ISlO per kilo. 

Many people are refusing to buy 
the high-priced tomatoes, or other 
expensive vegetables. Cucumbers 
are selling for IS4 to IS6 a kilo, and 
onions were going for about IS8 to 
138 a kilo. 

The sharav that hit the country a 
few weeks ago la one reason for the 
high prices. The hot wind caused 
the tomatoes to ripen early, causing 
a pre-Passover glut 

The winter tomato season has 
jhst ended and Tnuva spokesman 
Mordeehai Hofttater said yester- 
day that the shortage of tomatoes 


would probably last about six 
weeks. 

Hofstater said that the present 
lack of vegetables was due in part 
to the increasing number at Jewish 
farmers who ark getting out of rais- 
ing vegetables. They were doing 
this because there are no minimum 
prices or crop quotas set for 
vegetables' by the government. 

Hfr noted that Arab fanners have 
recently been making up the short- 
fall. but this is not a permanent 
solution. 

One source claims that crops are 
being sold to Arabs from the ad- 
ministered territories. The Arabs 
pay cash for the crops before they 
are harvested. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon said two months ago that 
Israeli produce is being sold in Jor- 
dan and Saudi Arabia. Speaking in 
the Knesset, he . said that Arab 
merchants bad tyen bought 
tomatoes from Jewish farmers who 
had signed contracts to export them 
to Europe. »

Haddad threatens to 
force Irishmen out

METULLA. — The commander of 
the mainly. Christian, militias in 
South Lebanon threatened yester- 
day to use force to remove the 
UNIFIL Irish contingent from the 
embattled border area, claiming

Militia commander Major Sa ad 
Haddad yesterday blocked all 
UNIFIL movements In southern 
Lebanon. Speaking to reporters 
here, he indicated that he rejected 
Israeli efforts to mediat e betw een 
his force and the Irish UNIFIL bat- 
talion. 

Haddad's forces were involved in 
a bLoody clash with the .Irish 
UNIFIL troops at the village of A- 
Tirl on Saturday in which fou r per - 
30 ns including one Fijian UNIFIL 
soldier were killed. 

Israel's efforts at mediation are 
led by OC Northern Command Alul 
Avigdor Ben-Gal. But after Ben- 
Gal's apparently unsuccessful 
mediation session with Haddad and 
UNIFIL commander General Em- 
manuel Erskine* on Sunday, an 
Israeli source said:. "The two dis- 
puting sides were very upset and It 
will take some time to ease the ten- 
sion." a . „ a 

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim called on the Security 
Council on Sunday to help end the 
harassment of UN forces by the 
Lebanese militias. He issued his 


appeal at a brief and hurriedly 
summoned meeting of the council. 

Haddad, asked about the meeting 
With Ersldne. said: "The Irish unit 
has again proved it is not capable of 
beeping the peace in Lebanon and 
must leave. - ■ 

“We have eyewitness proof of the 
help the Irish soldiers are giving 
the Palestinian terrorists. After do- 
ing nothing to stop the terrorists 
from crossing into our area and 
even actively helping the 
Palestinians, they suddenly came 
alive and shot at our civilians, kill- 
ing two of them and one of our 
soldiers. Our people want revenge 
and If they do not leave of their own 
accord, we will use force to do It." 

One of the persons killed in Satur- 
day's fighting was 18 -year-old 
militiaman Mas’oud Bari. Shia 
leaders from his village of A-Tiri 
met yesterday with Shia leaders 
from the nearby town of Bint Jbeil 
and decided yesterday that Bari's 
family would be allowed to bill one 
Irish soldier to avenge the 
militiaman's death. This is a depar- 
ture from Shia tradition which per- 
mits revenge only by killing a 
murderer or a member of the 
murderer's family. 

According to militia sources, 
dozens of Irish .soldiers in the 
UNIFIL forces fled yesterday from 
the area of Mes Jabel in the central 
area of southern Lebanon, for fear 
that villagers would try to avenge 
Bari's death, but this report was 
denied latar by a UN spokesman.

Abu Dis lecturers leave 
as visitor permits expire

The Bethlehem military governor 
has decided not to renew the 
visitor's permits of three lecturer* 
— among them the dean — at the 
recently closed Abu Dla College of 
Science, and two have already 
returned to Amman. 

The dean, Prof. Ahmad Saldan. 
said this week that he and two of hla 
colleagues ."Dr, Waafi Kafri and Dr. 
Mohammed Natshe. had been sum- 
moned to the military governor's 
headquarters in Bethlehem on 
April 4 and told thAt their visitor's 
permits would not be renewed. 

Kafri, a lecturer in physics, 
returned to Jordan last Friday; and 
Natahe. who tenches mathematics, 
returned on Sunday. Siddan'a per- 
mit expires this Friday. All three ^ 
were on loan from Jordan Universi- 
ty In Amman. 

The West Bank military governor 
ordered the college -closed on 
March 16. explaining that he saw no 
reason for the establishment of a 
fourth college in the West Bank. 
The college had 46 registered 
students and had held one term of 
studies but whs operating without a 
permit from the authorities; 

"There is sofeWhope, however, 
that the. military government will 
give us a permit to open the 
college," said Saldan. 

He explained that Kafri had been 
to- the Bethlehem military gover- 
nor’a office on Thursday afternoon 
after being told that his application 
for an extention of the visitor's per- 
mit was being reconsidered. Kafri 
said he had understood from a con- 


versation between the governor and 
one of his senior aides that the 
Defence Ministry and the military 
government were considering 
allowing the college to operate. 

The Abu Dls college Is backed by 
the Arab Institute — "Mahad *1- 
Arab!** — of Abu Dls, a 
philanthropic organization largely 
supported by Kuwait At present 
the institute maintains an elemen- 
tary And secondary school on 193 
dunams southeast of Jerusalem, 
Three science laboratories have 
recently been fitted out with Danish 
equipment, imported and Installed 
by a Tel Aviv firm at a coat of 92,000 
Jordanian dinars (lS2.Tm.). 

Saldan explained that the college 
was Intended to train local students 
in the basic sciences so that they 
could go on to medical school or 
Bcrvc as science teachers In the 
West Bank, where he said there was 
a severe shortage. He noted that, in 
most of the secondary schools In the 
West Bank, science teachers have 
had no training in the sciences. 

He acknowledged that he and the 
board of trustees had been told by 
military government officials that 
they would need a permit, but said 
that he had been pressured by 
parents and students. to start on a. 
small scale pending permission of 
the authorities. 

“That pressure was due to the 
nee£," he said, adding that of the 3,- 
367 students who had passed the 
science stream of the local 
matriculation exams — the 
fo vyihlya — only 440 had found 
places In the existing Institutions of 
higher learning. 


Memorial candle blown out at HU

University source* said that If it 
Is found that his action was 
motivated by contempt or hatred 
tor the six million Jews killed or 
Israel, he will probably be expelled 
from the dorms and face a full un- 
iversity disciplinary, board.

Histadrut wants foreign workers out

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut ex- 
ecutive yesterday demanded that 
all foreign workers who can be 
replaced by Israelis be sent home. 

The resolution, adopted un- 
animously. refers to 882 . 
foreigners who are working here 
under Employment Service per- 
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mlts. They Include the 47 Thais in 
the Schlff hotels. But Central Com- 
mittee member Aharon Harel told 
The Jerusalem Post It will not 
affect the Southern Lebanese 
worker* lmployed Is Israel nor the 
2,890 Americans, Britons, Por- 
tuguese and Thais who are building 
the Ovda and Ramon air bases In 
the Negev. Those bases, which are 
being built by the U.S.. have a par- 
tially oxtra-terrltorlal status, 
Histadrut Executive secretary 
Moahe Rinat explained. 

Yesterday's resolution also calls 
on the government to issue labour 
' permits only to those foreigners 
who could not be replaced by 
Israelis under any circumstances. 

The executive said the Histadrut 
should be consulted before foreign 
workers ore brought to Zsrael and 
that labour permits should be 
issued for only a limited period. The 
Histadrut has already reached an 
agreement with the Electric Cor-, 
poratlon and the corporation's 
workers to hire several dozen 
welders of high pressure pipes from 
abroad to work on the Hadera 
power plant.

- Liberia's rebel 
leader, who toppled president 
William Tolbert In a bloody 
military coup, declared yesterday 
that his Ruvemement "will not rest 
until every inch of African soil, is 
liberated." 

In his first foreign policy state- 
ment. Army Master Sergeant 
Samuel Doe, 28, said In t 
nationwide broadcast on Radio 
Monrovia that "We will do our best 
trf develop our relations with all 
friendly countries" but pledged to 
take a leading role on the continent. 

Doe yesterday moved to separate 
his government from the Tolbert 
administration. He anriqunced the 
start of a trial of senior officials 
from the old regime charged with 
corruption and treason. "We have 
not set up this government only to 
repeat the mistakes of the former 
government. ** Doe said in the 
broadcast. 

Information Minister Gabriel 
Nlmly, a radio announcer until 
named to the new government, said 
two close aides of Tolbert. Justice 


Minister Joseph Chesson and the 
speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives. Richard Henries, would 
definitely be among the first to face 
the six-man military tribunal and 
indicated there was a good chance 
they would be sentenced to death.

Battle of Bristol

PEOPLE are asking whether 
Bristol Is likely to witness another 
episode like the one that sfiook the 
city last week. But the underlying 
question that no one is yet asking Is 
which will be the next city to feel 
the black backlash. 

For BristoHrfrtot the sort of place 
one would normally associate with 
the problems of large industrial 
centres. Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Manchester. Glasgow — violence In 
these provincial cities with large 
coloured populations would have 
been less of a surprise. The West of 


England is more rural and peaceful 
than the Midlands and the North. 

So. If it can happen in Bristol, how 
much more ‘likely is it to happen 
elsewhere? The tensions between 
the police and young blacks (as well 
as disadvantaged young whites) 
are only just below the surface, and 
as Bristol proved only a minor inci- 
dent is necessary to spark off 
serious trouble. 

For the blacks, as one commen- 
tator put it. "the police have 
become the symbols of white in- 
difference.” The youths of St, 
Paul's "felt like cattle trapped In a 
pen with nothing to do and no one to 
sense their distress;" 

Most observers agree about what 
needs to be done "to bring young 
blacks to the same starting line as 
their white compatriots” is how one 
of them put It. But few are con- 
vinced that it can be done in time to 
prevent a second Bristol.

Summary arrests and detention 
continue, protection rackets and ex- 
tortion by police and armed forces 
run riot, there's torture in remote 
areas, and a controlled press 
studiously avoids damaging truths. 
Repression. In Washington's view, 
has reached tolerable levels. It's a 
case of “he might be a son of a 
bitch, but he's our son of a bitch.” 

The domestic opposition is not so 
sure. Just before Christmas the 
regime crushed an anti-Marcos plot 
led by Manila businessmen. A week 
later some 200 more people were 
arrested, many of them ■ retired 
army officers, after the uncovering 
of an Amateurish scheme to topple 
the regime. 


BUT OPPOSITION remains 
fragmented and largely self- 
interested. "They are too weak to 
take the initiative and simply react 
to events," I was told. 


As a consequence much iSi"’ ,K m 
say too much! is expected o. 
radicals within the church, under 
pressure from the dominant ultra- 
conservative hierarchy,* and the 
Vatican Itself. Cardinal Sin has ton- 
ed down his assault on Marcos. In a 
conversation last week he denounc- 
ed what he called "the theology Of 
liberation.” The church, he said, 
could onlv compromise itself by 
subscribing to violence and class 
struggle. 

But there are many within the 
"legal" opposition who see no other 
option. "Everything Marcos does, 
despite the sugar-coating, aims at 
the maintenance of his own power.” 
said one opposition leader. ‘‘Free 
elections will never be held.” 

Marcos has so distorted the 
political process ’that even his 
orderly departure from power 
would require either the Installa- 
tion of another equally adept 
strongman (there are none in 
evidence), or years of violence and 
chaos as competing interests battl- 
ed for power.

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A GREEK camping adventure! The beat 
way to come to Greece would he without 
nnv preconceptions, because no matter 
what one expects, one is Inevitably sur- 
prised by how different the reality la. 

It is true, there is a rare clarity to the at- 
mosphere in Greece, A holiday here is 
everything It is touted to be: barren grey or 
brown rocky Islands are fringed with In- 
numerable sand or pebble beaches: 
brilliantly stark white houses of 
geometrical design dot the jagged hills, 
always within sight of the scintillating 
waters of the Aegean. 

But Greece is a country with more than 
Just a pretty face. It is also the land where 
gods and heroes and eternal man were 
born. The gods and heroes are gone, but 
despite 3.000 vears of traffic among nations 
of every description, the spirit of eternal 
man has changed remarkably little 
throughout the millennia; and one feature 
has remained immutable: the abiding, 
proverbial. Greek hospitality. A stranger 
in the land Is greeted like a long lost rela- 
tion. 

I was cnee exploring what I thought to be 
the uninhabited island of Dokos when I 
walked into a clearing where three 
generations of a Greek family were sitting 
at a plank table, just finishing their mid- 
day meal. The matriarch saw me first and 
came forward with the welcoming ad- 
monition: “Why didn't you come earlier? 
We could all have eaten together." Then, 
ignoting my protests, she proceeded to lay 
a place for me. The children gathered some 
more eggs, and one of the daughters 
brought home-made wine, cheese and 
bread. Stranger that I was. I became a 
guest the moment they set eyes on me. 

I wanted to share this face of Greece, as 
gently and discriminatingly as I could, 
before it disappears under the impress of 
twentieth century “civilization.' 1 I wanted 
to be a bridge far understanding ahd dis- 
covery, to enable others to experience this 
Greece, Yet I couldn’t just kidnap people 
and bring them to “my" Greece. For- 
tunately, the people at Neot Hakikar Desert 
Tours provided me with an ideal 
framework for Its realization. They gave 
me a mlnl-bua. complete with: open- 
minded travellers willing to set preconcep- 
tions aside; two-man tents and one-man 
sleeping bags; a field kitchen and copious 
goodies for the road and for the camp; one 
monolingual Greek bus driver with a 
penchant for using the bus as an instrument 
for exterminating every chicken and tor- 
toise that crossed our path; and, my life 
savers: two veterans of Neot Haklkar's 
Sinai campaigns whose good humour and 
clownish graces were matched by their 
ability to keep as many as 22 appetites 
satisfied whether on the bus or in the field, 
a feat nothing short of miraculous! 

I sat in the front of the bus with my 
nemlsis, the microphone, at hand. I was 
terrified of this Instrument at first. I fought 
my initial panic by telling myself that if I 
didn't use this instrument, we would have a 
horribly dull trip, distinguished only by my 
silence. And my need to have these people 
“see" Greece was far stronger than my 
self-consciousness. 

Most of the Greek mainland is moun- 
tainous. The south is arid and treeless, with 
spikey aromatic bushes mottling the hills, 
and rocky outlines so clear that there is a 
sculptured quality. (A tourist asked me, 
when standing before the ruins of an an- 
cient temple. “Is it handmade or 
natural?") The north Is verdant with 
pungently scented forests. Yet even here 
the luxuriant foliage is rooted in atone 
rather than soil. The grey mountain 
hamlets seem to pop out of their native 
strata like petrified mushrooms. 

And Inere is water, so much water. This 
is a land of paradoxes and contrasts which 
are particularly frustrating to Israelis. 
Greece does in fact look very similar to 
Israel, but with the exception of the few un- 
inhabited islands, it is nearly always possi- 
ble to sink a well somewhere nearby, even 
in the most arid regions, if there are not 
already numerous surface or sub-surface 
water sources available. We of Israel can 
never see the free-flowing springs and 
streams without thinking of how, if 
harnessed, these waters could irrigate so 
many dunams of land, and there is indeed 
so much land too. 

(Tzaki, sitting in front of & tavema one 
sunny day, oblivious to the amphitheatre of 
the village on the hills around him, 
oblivious to the colourful array of fishing 
boats bobbing in the harbour before him, 
staring intently at a barren stretch of 
mountains on the mainland opposite, and 
calculating how many Israelis that piece of 
land could support.) 

There are over 60,000 square miles of 
land for only ten million Greeks, three 
million of whom live in Athens, i.e. the 
equivalent of the entire population of Israel 
in one city. Yet, no single place in Greece Is

more than 50 miles from the sea. I once told 
this to an Israeli computer analyst, who 
then did his very best to prove that I was 
telling him a madriha's fable. Much to his 
chagrin, he came to me some hours later, 
map and ruler in hand, and admitted that 
I was indeed right. 

When we planned the itinerary for the 
tours, we had in mind a multi-national 
group of studentB. But man proposes and 
God disposes: our groups were all Israelis 
(with the exception of three or four Swiss 
students). Generally, there were three or 


four children from the age of eight up- 
wards, an adolescent or two, and a random 
scattering of ages, genders and professions 
up to and Including a couple in their mid- 
sixties. I would opt for this sort of mix any 
day. We were a bunch of strangers to each 
other the first day, but at the end of a fort- 
night, we were a family, like a travelling 
kibbutz. There were those who had never 
been in a tent before, not to mention a sleep- 
ing bag. Nearly every Individual was faced 
with new experiences, and met new 
challenges. 
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Half-way through the trip, we vim de- 
ploring the northern borders, whsreGreeoo 
moots Yugoslavia and Albania, There we 
had a couple of nights of “wild camping 
— with tents pitched in an open field or In 
the local schoolyard. The .took of prop*** 
toilet facilities was compensated teyi 
factor which everyone came to appreciate . 
dftch personally chosen locale, perhaps, 
behind some trees or a rock, though lacking 
walls, was graced by incredible tranquillity 
and an Incomparable view. . 

The hours spent travelling in the bus- 
provided a good opportunity to point out 
how much Greek we all know without being 
aware' of It. This discovery Is so much fun 
that learning the language seems to be 
moroly a question of making contact wth 
something that already seems to be located 
within ourselves. The real test, however, is 
in the practice. Within a few days everyone 
in the group masters a few basic words of 
Greek. With some numbers and a lot of sign 
language, the most amazing contacts are 
possible. It is my great delight to arrive in a 
little village some place in the north and tell 
my “flock" to go off and “discover" the 
town. The first time I do this I feel like a 
cruel mother, sending her hapless children 
out alone into the harsh world, I tell them to 
go off exploring, to be prepared for an 
adventure, not to be afraid of anything: or 
anyone, and to let a.urloslty be their guide. 
I. on the other 1 hand, go and rest, because I 
know that when we all meet again, I’m go- 
ing to be regaled with stories of extraor-' 
dinary encounters. 

Etti liked to sing, and she had a fine voice. 
But since our group was of the kumaitx 
mentality, Etti stayed on the fringe, listen- 
ing to the sounds of Greece, sounds to which 
we were deaf. On the first day, we. walked 
past the open doorway- of a : nondescript 
shop, and only Etti heard the gentle guitar 
being played within. She recognised the : 
song, and walked In singing it. The guitar 
player greeted her with a radiant smile and 
another tune, and they Conversed the entire 
afternoon In the language of song and 
strings; though they had no other language 
between them, this was enough. : 

When Etti returned to camp In the wee 
hours of the morning, too excited to sleep, 
not able to contain her Joy until morning, 
she woke me to share the story of her even- 
ing. The guitar player had taken her to a 
party, and they had danced, and they had 
sung, and they had eaten marvellous foods 
and drunk Homerlo wines, and she had 
been the star of the party, the guest from 
Israel who sang many songs in many 
languages. 

Saying that We are from Jerusalem 
always creates a stir. Most Greeks are 
quite surprised that anyone outside of the 
religious orders actually lives in this holy 
city, and they accept Israelis more as 
biblical Jews than as citizens of the modern 
state. Thus we seem to carry the respon- 
sibility of being even a bit better than we 
should be in any case, because we arc . 
representatives and custodians of the holy 
city. But our ^presence asguestafrom 
Jerusalem has been welcomed on the most 
unexpected occasions. 

- Near Mt/Athos, the Holy Mountain where ■ 
nti fem^e^creature has set foot orpaw for 
. over 1,000 years, we saw a crowd gathered . ■ 
in a - shipyard at the water’s edge. We 
clambered down from the bus to. in- 
vestigate, and discovered that a newly laid 
keel was about to be given the official ' 
priestly blessing. "On the prow of the keel 
was nailed the head of a chicken, and 
beneath the head hung a crucifix and a gar- ; . 
, land of flowers. The local priest solemnly . 
blessed this odd combination of pagan and ; 
Christian symbols, and the local police : 
chief affixed his seal to the official paper 
which registered the ship, thus permitting 
construction to continue. (The Greeks 
appease all the gods, just for safety's sake.) 

We were doubly fortunate that day, -• 
because the priest invited us to follow him 
down the beach where another crowd had 
gathered, awaiting Us blessing before they 
launched a new caique. We were quite a 
sight as we strode and straggled after this 
black-robed figure on the beach, and the 
smiles of the crowd widened as he In- 
troduced us, all of us, as Us friends from 
Jerusalem. 

We sat on logs and rocks, we stood in the 
water, some of us climbed aboard the cai- 
que, hoping to be launched with It and the 
priest, and everyone took photos. We took 
photos of the Greeks, they took photos of us, 
others took photos of all of us together, and 
the caique, reluctant at first, did, after 
much pusUng and pulling, eventually 
manage to get launched. The prieirt and 
guests all hopped off at the last possible mo- 
ment, and as soon as the boat hit the water, 
the captain proudly opened the throttle on 
his oversized dieaal engine, nearly swam- . 
ping the boat with the wash that came surg- 
ing over the stern. When he did manage to 
get his ego and the throttle under control,

* 'Below the falls, dummy." he 
grinned, transferring the tiny craft 
from his van to the roof of my sta- 
tion wagon. "On the Niagara 
River. It's perfectly safe." 

Even below the falls, the Niagara 
River la not what you call perfectly 
safe, certainly not for a novice 
sailor and his equally inexperienc- 
ed first mate. With several hundred 
miHion cubic metres of water 
thundering into the Niagara Gorge 
upstream, the Niagara River is a 
formidable 17*kilometre stretch of 
waterway. All the way to the river 
bank I tried to talk Lou out of this 
venture, but he was determined to 
go alone If I didn't accompany him. 
What else could I do for my buddy 
but go along and die in his arms? 

As Lou Inexpertly rigged the sail, 
I pointed to the total absence of 
other boats on the river.

Here in Israel I’ve been luckier in 
my camping companions. Shamir 
for example Is so valuable I'm us- 
ing only his old ulp&n name here. A 
former Eagle Saout, Shamir has 
hiked in the Himalayas, serves as a 
medic in the IDF, and — get this — 
he can actually read maps. No 


wonder I refuse to share him. 

Shnmir has mastered such ar- 
cane nrts as reading directions by 
the stars. He knows which plants 
arc edible and which have 
medicinal uses. He con interpret 
tracks, and he can distinguish 
dangerous snakes from the 
hnrmlcss varieties. He can even 
identify birds by their call. 

Rut I think the thing I admire 
most about Shamir Is his equip- 
ment. When he's not out exploring 
some lost wadi, he's at heme paring 
over L.L. Bean And Eddie Bauer 
camping catalogues like a 
Talmudist. As a result, he's ac- 
cumulated a dazzling collection of 
gear: a two-man nylon tent that can 
practically fit in his pocket; a 
mctnllic-Iincd down-filled mummy 
bag that weights only a few grams 
and vet keeps him warm on the 
Hcrmon in winter; steel-shank hik- 
ing boots that can carry him 20 
kilometres with barely a pause; 
and a backpack — ah, that 
backpack! 

When I camp with Shamir I know 
that everything we could possibly 
need Ls pigeonholed in the recesses 
of that f Abulous backpack. The only 
thing In his pocket Is a Swiss army 
knife with more utensils than I’ve 
got in my kitchen. But In the pack 
he’s got a waterproof matchbox In 
case the clouds negate his burning 
glass. He carries emergency bran- 
dy in a field medic's plasma bag. 
He’s got nylon cord, a screw driver, 
a razor blade, water purification 
tablets, salt tablets, a compass, 
spices, an Inflatable pillow, a har- 
monica. a collapsible cup, maps, a 
snake-venom extractor, a tiny flask 
of iodine the size of your thumbnail, , 
and a length of piano wire, 
presumably In case he has to throt- 
tle someone In the middle of the 
night. 

Shamir's knowledgeability and 
preparedness has given me con- 
fidence to go along with him and to 
tackle the remotest wadis and most 
formidable cliffs the country has to 
offer. None of that tent-to-tent 
campsite camping for us. Our code 
says no picnic tables or eleecrlo 
sockets — and no women or kids. 

Because escape Is much of what 
real camping ls about. Without our 
families around, we can talk dirty 
and eat with our fingers and go 
without washing for days. And the 
rewards at the end of a full day of 
tramping away from civilization 
are manifold: a simple meal cook- 
ed aver an open fife, coffee brewed 
up .in a tin Leah, t your .tired body 
zipped snugly intaa sleeping bag 
with only ydur‘f«ce exposed to the 
cold desert air. 

That's when that primordial 
memory Uncurls and stirs you with 
unidentifiable pleasure — the 
pleasure of lying on the earth and 
under the stars and before the glow- 
ing embers of a campfire. It's get- 
ting .away from it all — and getting 
back to it all as well. It’s something 
my accountant friend never un- 
derstood about camping.

e mobile home trend has hit Israel, writes Yitzhak Oked. 


AELIS seem to be moving away 
i camping in tents and turning 
te more luxurious mobile home 
d that has swept the western 
Id, according to Pamela 

iter of Yitzur VePltuah. 

tzur VePltuah ls the roof 
nlzatlon of the Biud Hakvutzot 
lakibutrim movement. 

LHiela Trent er. who is in charge 
[jurist marketing and promo- 
explained that the kibbutzim 
sr movement which have cam- 
sites are now erecting mobile 


homes as quickly as their budget 
allows. 

Kibbutz Yodvata In the Arava, 
for Instance, which ls opening Its 
camping site in a couple of months, 
will only have mobile homes. 

Because of Inflation prices are 
liable to change, but kibbutzim are 
expected to charge about IS250 per 
night for a mobile home that can 
sleep six persons. 

This small home-away-from- 
home has two rooms, each with two 


beds, plus a living room with a 
couch that can be transformed into 
a bed for two. 

The mobile home also has a small 
kitchenette with a gas range, 
refrigerator, air conditioner (for 
heat and cooling). There ls also a 
bathroom and shower with hot and 
cold water. 

Every kibbutz site has Its own 
mini market where guests can buy 
their supplies at reasonable prices, 
and do their cooking "at home," 


MANY YEARS ago Z found myself 
in Italy with no visible means of 
support. 

The housing arrangement 1 had 
found was drawing to an end and I 
had no idea where I would live. By 
chance, I saw an advertisement In 
the local English language 
newspaper, offering a job as an 
"assistant" at a camping site. 

Determined to get the job, I wrote 
off immediately, indicating that X 
did not expect much in the realm of 
salary. I got the job. I spent the 
summer In the hills of Tuscany, in 
the shadow of a medieval fortress, 
with my days divided between run- 
ning errands, doing odd jobs, sell- 
ing camping equipment, and sitting 
In the sun and swimming. Since 
then I have retained a warm place 
in my heart for this popular form of 
tourism. 

For those unfamiliar with cam- 
ping sites, let me assure you that 
they have tittle to do with rubbing 
two sticks together. For many 
families, especially in Europe, 
camping has become a relatively 
inexpensive and Informal way of 
spending a holiday. Following an 
initial Investment in buying such 
items as tents, camp beds, sleeping 
bags, camp stoves and gas lights, 
the family goes out year after year, 
paying the relatively low camp fee. 

It is not unusual to see families 
sitting around in their folding 
chairs, spending an evening 
watching their portable television 
set. For the caravan or trailer 
owners, the aristocrats of the cam- 
ping. set, there is even leas thought 
of roughing it. 

In Israel there are 16 -odd sites af- ■ 
filiated with the Camping Union, a 
group that has been around since 
1968. But many Israelis still think 
that camping has something to do 
with roughing It. In fact, although It ' 
ls possible to sleep in a tent at a 
local campsite, it ls also possible to 
rent facilites similar to those found 
In a hotel. 

Gershon de Haas, head of the 
Israel Camping Union, explained 
that there are about 20,000 Israeli 
families who have full equipment to 
spend a holiday at a campsite. A 
like number, he said, use the sites 
yearly to rent a bungalow, tent, 
caravan or mobile home. 

The last, the aristocracy of the 
campsite, are not even listed in the 
Camping ynlon's price list, 
because they go beyond the stan- 
dard of facilities usually offered at 
such places. With sleeping space 
for six, these compact units include 
kitchen, toilet and shower, with 
constant hot water ahd air con- 
ditioning. 

When I asked de Hass If this type 
of accommodation didn’t go beyond 
the philosophy of camping, he 


VETERAN campers were puzzled 
at the accident south of Nevlot dur- 
ing Passover when a portable cam- 
ping stove exploded killing two and 
injuring another 12 . 

.Campers I questioned da ,not . 
remember any other incidents of aT 
portable camping stove exploding, 
nor do the people at the Israeli Con- 
sumer Council. \ 

While according to law the 
stove's gas cylinders must be 
checked by the Israeli Standards 
Institute, the "heads'' (the second . 
part which is screwed on to the 
cylinder) have an Israeli standard 
but it is not compulsory-, and none of 
the lociU or Imported "heads" have 
received approval. 

These "heads" Include the cook- 
ing part of the stove or the wicker of 
the light Since these parts are 
usually quite simple, before going 
on a trip, the camper should just 
make sure that they are hot faulty, 
do not leak (this should never' be 
checked with a match, but with 
Ama-type liquid soap. If there ls a 
leak bubbles will appear) , and most 
Important of all, always use the 
same type of bead to match your 
portable cylinder. Naturally, the 
companies all want you to use their 
equipment, so their heads only fit 
their own cylinder. When a head 
and cylinder do not fit, there is a 
possibility of a leak. 

Since the tents used for camping 
are highly inflammable, you should 
never cook or use the gas light in- 
side the tent. 

On windy evenings, when the 
wind snuffs out all your efforts to 
light the stove, my advice Is to build 
a wind protector from stones. If you 
are at a stone-less sandy beach, 
then simply dig a hole. If you are at 
a place where there are no stones or 
sand, make a wind breaker opt of a 
carton box.

answered that they were perhaps 
unusual for campsites, hut not out 
of place. After all, be said, In 
Europe, the ever more de luxe 
caravan or trailer, pulled by a car. 
Is becoming standard, with such 
"campers" comprising 60 to 70 per 
cent of those frequenting the camp- 
sites. 

The caravans would be popular In 
Israel too, he feels. If they weren't 
put out of the reach of the public by 
high tariffs and stringent Transport 
Ministry regulations. By making 
the mobile homes available for ren- 
tal, the israel campsites are merely 
providing Israelis with the 
equivalent of what they might have 
seen In Europe. 

In Holland there is a caravan for 
every seven and a half families; In 
Israel there are barely seven end a 
half caravans, he joked.. Still, for 
those who prefer roughing It or

whose budget Is more limited, there 
1 b a wide variety to choose from. 

Far those using their own equip- 
ment, the nightly charge ls $2.50 per 
person, $8.50 in high .season 
(holidays and July and August In 
most parts of the country). Any 
type of tent ls allowed, but campers 
can't just stretch out in their sleep- 
ing bags without a covering. They 
can. however, rent a tent at $3.50 
per person ($4.50 In season) or take 
a bungalow for two for $12 ($15). 

Strangely enough, in Israel, this 
very European form of holiday 
draws a Larger number of Israelis 
than foreigners; about 80 per cent 
are locals. De Haas felt that this 
was because European camping 
style involves getting Into a car and 
driving off. often without a definite 
destination or schedule in mind. 
Few Europeans bring their cars to 
Israel and fewer still their 




(I. Ostrovsky) 
caravans. The only exception ls a 
sizeable number of retired. people 
who feel it is worthwhile to 
transport their caravans by sea to 
escape from the northern winter. 

In order to attract foreigners, the 
Camping Union has a large scale 
programme, involving a package 
which includes being met at the air- 
port. A special "reception” camp- 
site is available for tourists arriv- 
ing or about to depart from Ben- 
Gurlon Airport and the camping 
package booklet has a picture of 
"Halm, who will fetch you from the 
airport." 

Other features af the package in- 
clude optional car rental and free 
entry Into national parks.

Another "never" Is bringing the 
gas light into the tent. Remember, 
no matter how Innocent the gas 
tight may look, you are actually 
bringing a torch Into a highly In- 
flammable area. The solution here 
Is to. use a battery light, or if you are 
at a camping site, to use electric 
lights. Here again great care should 
be taken not to use faulty wires, to 
let the wires hang In the air (from 
tree to tree or poles) hut not on the 
ground, since many persons are 
walking around barefooted. (Most 
camping sites use 12 volts, but cau- 
tion never hurt.) 

Continuing with' the 'subject of 
caution, here are a few more 
suggestions, gleaned from many 
years of experience. 

Way on top of your list of things to 
take along on your camping trip 
should be your Kupat Holim 
booklet. We’ve learned that on 
□early every camping trip with the 
children we have had to spend 
several hours at a Kupat Holim 
clinic. When making plans far the 
camping trip and deciding on the 
site, check put where the nearest 
clinic is. where first aid can be 
received and pharmacies 
available. 

Next on your list should be a first 
aid kit. At your Kupat Holim clinic, 
you can either buy a standard kit, 
or can get advice what should be in 
it. 

If you are taking the kit that ls 
normally at home, it should be 


checked (old pills and empty 
bottles should he thrown out) , then, 
with the aid of a family council you 
can add whatever needs to be added 
according to everyone’s aches 
and pains. The "musts" are a ther- 
mometer, vaseline, iodine, 
alchohol,- and plasters. 

Use cardboard boxes for packing, 
to make it easier to load and unload 
the equipment (if you will write 
clearly on the outside of each box, 
what ls inside, then you will have an 
easy time finding your equipment 
too). 

A word of caution about the car’s 
"gagon" (luggage rack) specially 
if they are of the portable type that 
screws on to the roof. 

Remember that all that ls holding 
down the rack with all your equip- 
ment are four screws. So first fit 
and screw them as securely as 


possible to the car roof. To make 
sure that it ls tight, pull and move it 
from side to side. If you are going 
on a long trip (for Instance 
Jerusalem to Nevlot) in the middle 
of the way when you make a stop, 
check the screws again. - 

When you are-putting your equip- 
ment on your rack, do-not overload 
It. Be careful on the length and 
height of the equipment, as It can 
impede your driving, specially If 
you own one of the mini cars. 

Tie the equipment down as firmly 
as possible, using good ropes. 
Before tying It down, cover all your 
equipment with a blanket. This 
turns the whole area on the roof Into 
one unit, and also, when you are 
parked in a city, what people do not 
see, they are not tempted to steal.

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Foreskins source of anti-cancer drug 


Weizmann Institute to start 
mass-producing interferon

REHOVOT. — Foreskins removed 
from eight-day-old babies are to be 
used here shortly to mass-produce 
Interferon, a substance which has 
proved in clinical tests to be a 
potential anti-cancer and anti-viral 
spent. 

Interferon is found in minute 
quantities in the human body. Its 
use for large-scale trials and for 
general distribution has been held 
up by the fact that it can only be 
’‘grown" in human body cella. 
Thus, the quantities available have 
been very smaU, and enough of the 
substance needed to treat one 
patient costs about $15,000. 


Even at thla price the material is 
kept mainly for scientific research. 
Mass-production will lower the 
costs considerably. 

Interferon was discovered 23 
years ago by Drs. Allck Isaacs and 
Jean Lindenmann. working at the 
National Institute of Medical 
Research In $<andon. Since then 
various methods have been tried, 
and several have been found 
successful, to produce the sub- 
stance on a commercial basis. 

At the Weizmann Institute 
research on interferon has been 
carried out by Prof. Michael Revel, 
with Drs. Dalia Gurari-Rotman and 
Louise Chen, who developed a 
method of using foreskins as the 


basic human cell tissue. Since such 
colls multiply in culture, the quanti- 
ty of foreskins needed is quite 
small. 

More than $lm. Is being used to 
butld and equip a small commercial 
plant at the Industrial Park here to 
make interferon from the foreskins. 

- The company, which is headed by 
Israel Makov, is called Inter-Teda, 
and it is being financed mainly by 
Intcr-Pharm, Itself an affiliate of 
the Ares Company of Switzerland. 
Other funds are coming from the 
Ministry of -Industry. Trade and 
Tourism. ' . 

The plant will occupy one door of 
about 500 square metres In a 
building In the Industrial Park, and > 
in the first stage, about 20 persona 
(Including 12-14 academics) will be 
employed. The plant should begin , 
to be run-in on June 1, and gradual- 
ly assume full-scale production. 

During the Initial stages all the 
interferon will be shipped to 
hospitals for clinical trials, and 
none will be available for the 
general medical profession. 


Chemical industry sets up own school 
to assure supply of trained workers 


TEL AVtv. — Israel Chemicals has 
decided to train its own future 
cadre of technicians and to this end 
it ts setting up, together with the 
Ministry of Labour and Ort, a 
regional four-year vocational 
school near the Dead Sea Perlclasp 
plant. 

This plant, which makes calcined 
magnesium oxide used ta making 
fire-resistant bricks for foundries, 
is located on the Beersheba-Sdom 
road, near the Arad turnoff. The 
school will serve boys from Arad, 
Dimona, Beersheba and Teroham. 


Aharon Ettinger, who is In charge 
of development of human resources 
at Israel Chemicals, said the Idea of 
starting the school was broached 
some time ago. A "pilot" school, 
with US boys studying in Arad and 
another 20 in Dimona, was started 
last year. Most of the boys have 


eight or nine yean of elementary 

schooling. . 

The future school, whose cor» 
nerstone will be laid ltj»ww®g 
should be finished 
months at a cost of about XUMhn.

' Irwin feels, a definite, switch In ex- 
port target countries.

Irwin lists several main points in 
tackling the Common Market. “The 
first Ls to get as much Information 
as possible about the Common 
Market. Use every source 
available.” Then the Israeli ex- 
porter should ask himself: “What 
are the chances of my product 
penetrating this market? Is the 
product price-competitive? Is It 
as good or better than other 
products already on sale there?” 

"Use local know-how as an aid to 
making decisions. The people who 
have been living there for years 
know existing conditions. Exploit 
their expertise.” Irwin says. 

And finally, test various 
marketing methods. "The best la 
eyeball -to-eyeball. but there are 
many preliminary steps, such as 
distributing catalogues (like the D 
A Bj. then direct mail, then par* . 
ticipating in trade fairs, making 
telephone ealla on a whosesale 
basis (something which few 
Israelis do) . then market research, 
and finally the personal contact." 

Irwin finds that Israeli com- 
panies. not only don't use' the 
"telemarking’* method extensive- 
ly, but they also fail to use "lists of 
names" of persons whose past in- 
terests have shown they may be a 
potential customer. 

Incidentally, he notes wryly, one 
of the best lists In West Germany is 
put out by a woman called Beats 
Uhse. 

She is in the mail-order business 
of selling sex objects, and she asks 
each customer to fill la a question- 
naire. From this list, she has drawn 
up smaller lists of groups of persons 
with specific interests.

No answer in sight 
to housing shortage 


TEL AVIV. — Mol only will bousing 
problems continue to be severe this 
year and next, but "no solution is 
visible on the horlgon," Shmucl 
Tuchi fisky, Chairman of the Board 
ot Directors of General Mortgage 
Bank (n Hank Leural affiliate), fl aid 
on Wednesday In presenting the 
bank’s balance sheet and prolit- 
and-loss statement for 1979. 

As in the previous year (1973). 
General Mortgage U again dis- 
tributing an 18 per cent cash divi- 
dend and <0 per cent bonus shares 
on account of ths 1979 calendar 
year. 

, Tuchlnsky noted that the bank’s 
balance sheet rose by only 78.5 per 
cent to 0,16.4 billion in 1979, and its 
total outstanding loans rose by 67.7 
per cent to stand at IL7.2&. 

During 1979, the bank granted 5,- 
345 new mortgages, a drop from the 
6.450 given in 1978. The bank's 
operating pre-tax profits grew by 
98.2 per cent In 1979 to stand at 
IL6O8.9 million, but Its net profits 
after tax grew by ill. 4 per cent (the 
same as the rise in the cost-of-living 
Index) to stand at lL234.9m. 

Tuchlnsky noted that prices of

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Tackling the core issue 


ALTHOUGH be sounded optimistic while taking off for his talks 
with President Carter in Washington yesterday, Premier Begin 
could not have been under any illusion that things were going his 


According to information available here a private agreement 
of sorts had been reached between the U.S. president and his 
earlier guest. President Sadat, last week, on a tentative 
blueprint for a Palestinian autonomy. Whatever that blueprint 
was, it was not likely to please Mr. Begin very much. Yet it was 
a sure bet that he would be invited to endorse it at the White 
House. 1 

Thus Mr. Begin, as had been h!s experience before, was being , 
left out in the cold by the Carter-Sadat duo. The familiar situa- 
I tion was being offered a familiar explanation in Jerusalem. 

The West, as everyone knmtfs, is madly thirsty for Arab oil, , 
needing a regular supply of it, and the U.S., as leader of the 
West, is tending, even if not with the avidity of Britain and I 
France, to the view that a just price would be accommodating 
the Arabs on the issue of Palestine. 

That is why America is taking liberties with the text of the 
Camp David accords, openly deviating from their patent mean- 
' ing. In the light of which it is understandable why Egypt, which 
has its. own rejectlonlst adversaries to appease, U it can, should 
do the same, only more insistently. 

A large grain of truth lies at the heart of this argument. But it 
is absurd to contend that it is the whole truth. 

The West's hysteria about oil is a fact, the U.S. is sharing the 
panic increasingly, and this does importantly affect the 
autonomy negotiations. But this is surely not the only reason for 
the yawning gap between Mr. Carter's — and Mr. Sadat’s — 
reading of Palestinian self-rule, and Mr. Begin's. 

Another, no less important reason is Mr. Begin's commitment 
to an old political theology, into which he has been trying, 
without success, to fit the "full autonomy" agreed upon at Camp 
David. 

Now "full autonomy," to reiterate the obvious, is a pretty am- 
biguous phrase, that can mean very different things to different 
men. But just as it cannot be forced to yield Israeli consent to a 
Palestinian state, so it cannot be interpreted to require Arab 
toleration of Israeli settlement, at will, of even all public lands 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

There is bitter irony in this. Mr. Begin gave back all Sinai, and 
put forward the autonomy idea, not just for the sake of peace 
with Egypt — but to secure the unrestricted right of Jewish 
settlement in all of Eretz Yisrael. Now he is being told that by 
making a key issue of settlement, he is risking a breakdown of 
the autonomy negotiations, jeopardizing the peace, and losing 
friends for Israel the world over. 

He is being so told not by enemies of Israel but by some of its 
best friends: last Sunday alone, the sentiment was aired by 
Senator Henry Jackson In Washington, D.C., and by former 
British Premier Harold Wilson in Tel Aviv. The real issue, said 
Sen. Jackson, is Israel's need for defensible borders. 

So iong as this simple notion does not reassert itself as tbe 
core concept of Israel's policy-making, the prospects for an 
autonomy agreement will remain’dim at best — even if there is 
unanimity on the venue of the accelerated talks, the extension of 
the talks beyond May 26 , and the freezing of discussion of some- 
problems until after self-rule is actually set up. 

For Mr. Begin to yield on the right of settlement is tantamount 
to changing his political faith. But that is the measure of the 
sacrifice required of him. 


Non-smokers’ rights 



THE SMOKING HABIT, sociologists have discovered, is about 
one of the most ubiquitous evils that beset societies passing 
through the early stages of modernization. 

If one is to judge by an article in this week's New York Times' 
Week In Review, published in yesterday's Jerusalem Post, the 
habit is spreading like wildfire through developing countries at 
the very time it is beginning to decline among early moder- 
nizers like the United States. 

Israel, though a largely westernized country Is in this respect 
at least an exception: It belongs to the late developers, who light 
up from dawn to dusk and well into the night. 

Visitors to the U.S. have lately been commenting on the 
decline in the smoking habit among the college crowd there, 
which should be an Indication that it Is not totally impossible to 
change public attitudes and private habits. 

Not only has the Incidence of smoking declined among such 
young elites, but there Is also & growing sensitivity to the public 
right of non-smokers not to be subjected to the fumes and 
hazards disseminated by the smokers around them. 

On the occasion of "Non-Smoking Day," declared for today by 
the Israel Cancer Society, it would be well If Israel were to copy 
something good for a change from Its overseas mentor. 

While direct appeals to smokers to cease and desist have not 
shown their efficacy so far, it is only good sense to call upon non- 
smokers — who are, in fact, a majority of the population — to 
stand up for their rights In establishing or maintaining smoke- 
free zones in public places. 

Non-smokers, unite: you have nothing to lose but your health 
— and maybe your life.

THE 


UNDERLYING the differences on 
specific Issues is a baric and un- 
resolved conflict over long-range 
objectives. Autonomy was devised 
at Camp David as a five-year In- 
terim arrangement. In theory, all 
the options concerning the final 
status of the territory are left open 
for later negotiation. In fact, the 
talks are dominated by the question 
of post-autonomy status. 

For President Sadat, the 
autonomy should lead up to self- 
determination for the Inhabitants, 
including the option of statehood. 
Mr. Begin, on the other hand, con- 
templates that these territories will 
be Integrated Into an undivided 
Eretz Yisrael from the Mediterra- 
nean coast to the Jordan River, un- 
der Israel sovereignty, with local 
autonomy for their Arab in- 
habitants. On the face of it. these 
two objectives are irreconcilable. 

Dr. Burg and his colleagues in the 
negotiating team would be in a hap- 
pier position if this Country were 
not deeply split over the premise of 
an undivided Eretz Yisrael. The 
alternative premise is that the ma- 
jor part of the West Bank and Gaza 
District will eventually lie outside 
the borders of Israel, the Arab pop- 
ulation not remaining under Israel 
rule. The implications of these two 
contending premises need to be ex- 
amined. 

Leaving aside historical-religious 
claims to all of Eretz Yisrael, there 
is a contemporary rationale behind 
the urge to maintain permanent 
■Israel control of Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza District. The fear is 
that real self-rule will evolve into 
an irredentist PLO state under 
Soviet patronage. Such a state 
would be a major threat to Israel; it 
would also be (as President Carter 
has stated) a "destabilizing factor” 
in the whole region. Nevertheless, a 
great many. If not most, Israelis 
feel that keeping the territories 
within Eretz Yisrael would create 
more problems for us than it would 
salve.

There are some 90 
modem cases of autonomy — that 
is, of regions or groups that have in- 
ternal self-rule falling short of in- 
dependence. * Examples ' are the 
Mexnel Territory in Lithuania up to 
World War II; South Tyrol in Italy 
from 1947; and the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico ritf-o-tris the U.S. But 
each case is the product of its own 
historical and political cir- 
cumstances; none Is an apt prece- 
dent for the interim autonomy 
promised at Camp David to the In- 
habitants of the West Bank (Judea 
and Samaria) and' the Gaza 
District. 

The language of the Camp David 
framework agreement Is Itself 
deliberately vague about the nature 
of the proposed autonomy. In the 
current negotiations. Israel and 
Egypt have each put forward an 
autonomy model, claiming that it 
truly reflects the letter and spirit of 
Camp David. But they differ from 
each other in practically every im- 
portant respect. 

Israel wants a small elected 
council with purely administrative 
functions; Egypt a large council 
that can serve as a legislature as 
well. Israel Intends that the 
military government shall remain 
in being, and be the source of 
authority for the autonomy council; 
Egypt Insists that when the 
military government has been 
withdrawn and "replaced by” the 
autonomy council, it will cease to 
exist. Israel contends that 
autonomy applies only to the Arab 
inhabitants, not to the territory 
they inhabit: the Egyptians regard 
autonomy as a territorial concept 
Israel excludes the Inhabitants of 
East Jerusalem from the autonomy 
framework; Egypt Includes them. 

The Camp David documents do 
not provide explicit answers on 
these points and arguments about 
the Interpretation of the text wQl 
not bring agreement any closer.

thirds Jewish and one-third Arab, 
the latter including 370,000 Arab 
refugees. Since the Arabs increase 
more rapidly than the Jews, the gap 
will continue to narrow. If we keep 
these territories, we keep their 
Arab population — and at a time 
when there Is no longer a Jewish net 
balance of aliya over emigration. 

This Arab population Is not just a 
statistic; it Is part of a Palestinian 
Arab national entity. No such dis- 
tinctive nationhood existed in 1917, 
when the Balfour Declaration 
referred simply to "the civil and 
religious rights of existing * non- 
Jewish communities tn Palestine." 

Twenty years later, the Peel 
Commission found that the 
Palestine Arabs constituted a well- 
organized national movement, in 
fierce conflict with the Zionist 
movement, and recommended that 
separate Jewish and Arab States 
should be set up. A decade later, the 
classic analysis of the Peel Report 
became the basis of the UN parti- 
tion plan.

Israel need not regard, these 
security arrangements as limited 
to the autonomy period: she could 
Insist on their being adapted to a 
peace treaty with Jordan, as well as 
to the final status of the territories. 


SINCE 1967, the separate national 
identity of the Palestinian Arabs 
has become much more sharply 
defined, and has gained general In- 
ternational recognition. The second 
Camp David framework agreement 
states that the legitimate rights and 
just requirements of the Palesti- 
nian Arabs will be taken Into ac- 
count in a comprehensive peace; 
and it lays down the method 
whereby those resitting In the West 
Bank and the Gaza District should 
participate in the determination of 
their own future. In other passages 
the document explicit? accepts the 
concept of a Palestinian Arab peo- 
ple. . 

The Arab world has to accept 
Israel statehood as a fact of life. 
But Israel also has to come to terms 
with the reality that 99 per cent of 
the inhabitants of Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza District belong to a 
Palestinian Arab national entity, 
over which Israel rule could be 
maintained permanently only by 
military force. 

If all the Arabs in an undivided 
Eretz Yisrael were to - acquire 
democratic rights, they might 
come to hold the balance of power 
in the Knesset, and the country 
would cease to be a Jewish state in 
the accepted sense. It would, of 
course, be surprising if the West 
Bank Arabs (who are Jordanian 
citizens) or the Gaza Arabs (Who 
are stateless) were to accept Israel 
citizenship, even if it were offered 
to them. They would more likely re- 
main an undigested mass of hostile . 
non-Israeli Arabs,- compelled 
against their will to live in Israel. 
Undoubtedly they would resist 
Israel rule by every means open to 
them, with the full support Of the 
Arab States and the sympathy of 
the outside world for their 
"national liberation struggle.” We 
would find ourselves caught In an 
ugly cycle of resistance and repres- 
sion. a situation that might well 
give us less security, not more. 


THE THORNY settlement issue 
will also be easier to handle in this 
alternative context. Whatever the 
UN or Washington may hold, there 
is no body of opinion In Israel, 
whether hawkish or dovish, that 
questions the right of Jews in prin- 
ciple to settle beyond the “green 
line.” 

The doctrine that such settlement 
is illegal is a dubious one. It invoices 
the Fourth Geneva Convention, 
drawn up in 1949 primarily to. 
safeguard the populations of 
territories occupied by the Nazis in 
World War IL This convention has 
never yet been applied anywhere, 
or even put to the test. 

In any- event, the West Bank and 
Gaza are a special case. Before 1948 
they were part of the territory in 
which Jews had a right to settle un- 
der the provisions of the Mandate, 
and since then they have not, by In- 
ternational law, come under the 
sovereignty of any other state. The 1 
Jewish right to settle tn them has 
therefore not been extinguished. 

In particular, oil Israelis find it 
incomprehensible that Jewish 
neighbourhoods in the eastern part 
of Jerusalem should be branded as 
Illegal, and that the Security Goun- 
cfl should call for them to be dis- 
mantled. 


IF WE MADE UP our minds that 
the ultimate destiny of these ad- 
ministered territories lay outside 
Israel, we could be more flexible on 
the extent of the self-rule granted 
during’ the interim autonomy 
period. At the same time, we would 
be on firmer ground in negotiating 
the conditions that would minimize 
our security risks. 

There would be a broad consen- 
sus in Israel behind a demand for a 
far-reaching security "package" 
relating to; "specific security 
localities” for the redeployment of 
Israel troops under the Camp David 
accord; demilitarization of areas 
from which the Israeli troops were 
withdrawn; unrestricted move- 
ment for Israel troops outside the 
security localities; and retention of 
powers to combat terrorism, and 
shared responsibility for Internal 


IN THE YEARS after 1967. the 
successive Labour Alignment 
governments headed by Levi 
E8hkol, Golda Meir and Yitzhak 
Rabin established scores ot 
settlements in the territories. As a. 

' rule, they were placed in sensitive 
security areas away from ce ntr es 
of Arab population — the Jordan 
Valley, the Golan Heights, tbe 
vicinity of Jerusalem, and the, 
Y&mit-Rafiah salient in the south. 
Those settlements were also 
denounced by the Security Council 
and called Illegal by tbe U.S. Why 
then the current furore? The reason 
is that only since the .present 
government came into power has 
settlement policy become 
associated with the aim of an un- 
divided Eretz Yisrael — that is, the 
same basic aim that has influenced 
the Israel model far autonomy. 

On the settlement question. 
Agriculture -Minister Sharon and 
Rabbi Levingrir* of Gush Emunim 
make an odd couple. They share the 
same desire to create tacts bn the 
ground, but their motives' are 
different. 

. As a soldier, Mr. SharOn seems 
convinced that the settlement map 
he recently carried to Washington 
is the only answer to our security 
problem. He wants to contain tile 
West Bank in a cage of strategic 
roads lined with Jewish 
settlements, and he looks to Gush 
Emunlzn to provide the settlers. It 
is left unexplained where he ex- 
pects to obtain all the families, the 
funds and the time needed to con- 
struct his cage. It is also significant 
that none of our other political 
generals, of whatever party, sees 
Mr. Sharon’s map as a solution to 
our security problem. 

Gush Emunim are impatient of 
the security argument. When the 
government was trying to persuade 
the Supreme Court that Ellon 
Moreh served a defence purpose, 
the settlers Intervened to declare 
that their motives had nothing to do 
with security. For them, Eretz 
Yisrael Is Jewish by .biblical 
birthright, period. If God is on your 
side, what does it matter that Presi- 
dent Carter or Professor Yadtn dis- 
approves or that the Mayor of 
Hebron opposes? For Gush 
Emunim, Mr. Sharon la doing the 
right thing for the wrong reasons.
